The hoisting operation 
began last Monday morning and the 
span, which weighs 5,000 tons, was 
lifted by hydraulic jacks a distance of 
150 feet from pontoons on the St. 
Lawrence river.

completing the structural portion of 
the bridg* 
An effort last year to

and rules relating to the proper use of 
and respect for our flag gleaned from 
every authentic source, including high 
array offleiaJa, has been made: 


Anniversaries on which the flag 


should be displayed at full staff: Jan. 
3. battle ot Prljiceton: Feb. 12, Lin- 
coln's birthday; i'eb. 32, Washington's 
birthday; April Jfl, battle of taxing- 
ton; May 30, Meraorlal day; June 14, 
Flag day; June 17, battle of Bunker 
Hill; July 4, Independence day; Sept. 
6, Lafayette's birthday; Oct. 12, Colum- 
bus day; Oct. 19, surrender at Yorfe- 
town; Nor. £S, Evacuation day; Dec. 
26, battle of Trenton, and other legal 
holidays or special occasions. 


In placing; the flag at half staff it 


should first be hoisted to the top of the 
staff and then lowered to position, and 
preliminary to lowering from half staff 
It should be raised again to the top. 
On Memorial day the flag should fly at 
half staff from sunrise to noon and at 
full staff from noon to sunset 


During time of war it la proper to 


display the flag continuously, but it Is 
conducive to the spirit of ecpnomy and 
to a greater respect for the flag to 
lower ic at night and as far as possible 
protect It from inclement weather. 


The flag should not be hoisted before 


sunrise nor allowed to remain up after 
sunset. 


The flag should be displayed from a 


staff or pole whenever possible. When 
ft Is hung on a wall or fastened to the 
side of a building or platform the union 
(the blue Held of stars) should be at 
the upper left iand corner when the 
•tripes are horizontal, and at the upper 
right hand corner when the stripes are 
vertical, as seen by the spectator. 


The flag should never be allowed to 


touch the ground while being hoisted or 
lowered. Its folds should float freely 
and should be cleared whenever fouled. 


The flng should be saluted by all pres- 


ent while being hoisted or lowered, and 
when it is passing on parade or In re- 
view. The spectator should rise If sit- 
ting, halt if walking and, standing at 
"attention," Salute with the right hand 
in all oases, except that a man in ci- 
vilian dress and covered should •sccov- 
er and hold the headdress opposite the 
left shoulder with the right hand. 


When the flag is carried in parade 


with any other flag It should have tho 
place of honor at thp right. If a num- 
ber of flags are carried the flag should 
either precede the others or be carried 
in the center above the others on a 
higher staff. 


Nothing should «ver be placed upon 


or against the flag". 


Neither the flag nor a picture of it 


should be used for any advertising pur- 
poses whatsoever, nor as toys, fans, 
parasols, paper napkins, sofa cushions, 
nor as a cover for a table, desk or box, 
nor In any othpr debasing manner. 


It is unlawful to trample upon, muti- 


late or otherwise treat tho flag with in- 
sult or contempt or to attach to it any 
inscription or object whatsoever. 


To salute with tho liand: 
Raise the right hand smartly until 


the tin of the forefinger touches the low- 
er part of tho headdress (or forehead 
If the bond Is uncovered) above the 
right eye, thumb and fingers extended 
and Joined, palm to the left, forearm 
Inclined at about forrj-flve degrees, hand 
and wrist straight, at the same time 
look toward the flasr or the person sa- 
luted. To complete the salute drop the 
arm smartly by the side.

OUR FIRST WAR SONG. 


It WM Written by Billing., • Tanner, 


In Revolutionary Days. 


We have many patriotic songs In this 


great country of ours, but no great na- 
tional war song. Who -will be the one 
to write It? The first war song written 
In America was really a hymn and was 
sung by the colonial troops during the 
Eevolntlonary war. It wag composed 
and written by a tanner named Wil- 
liam Billings, who lived In Boston. 
This hymn, the first evidence of dis- 
tinctly American music, has a ring 
which not a little sets out the spirit of 
1817. The first verse of the war sorg 
will indicate Its general character: 
Let tyrants «hak« their Iron rod 
And elav'ry clank her (Tallin* chain*. 
We fear them not: we trust In God, 
New England's God forevermore. 
When Billings wrote lis war song he 


evidently thought that the most Impor- 
tant part of the country -was New Eng- 
land; otherwise he might have included 
the whole land among those who trust 
In Qofl 
This war song has b»en 


brought to public attention by Dr. M. 
L. Bartlett of Des Moines, la., who In- 
forms us that Billings worked out his 
harmonic problems on a piece of leath- 
er, Jnst In the same way that Lincoln 
ciphered on the back of a shovel.—New 
York World.

WHEN DEWEY WAS AT MANILA. 


Wo Were Then Very Close to • Cla.h 


With Germany. 


"WTien Admiral Dewey's fleet was in 


Manila harbor in 1898, after taking the 
city, -the only fleet which did not sa- 
lute our flasr was the fleet of the Ger- 
man government. It was heavier, gun 
for gun, than the American. Its atti- 
tude was so threatening that the Eng- 
lish fleet under Admiral Chlchester an- 
chored between the two. ready to act. 
It was not the last time English and 
American fleets were to act together 
in defense of freedom. 


In the Judgment and on the authori- 


ty of one of the few of those then on 
the ground and still living who held 
high positions no doubt existed in our 
fleet, our army or our civil administra- 
tors that the kaiser's fleet had Instruc- 
tions to use any opportunity for action. 
The German government extorted from 
us the Caroline Islands, now In Japa- 
nese hands, a serious addition to our 
future perils of the Pacific. 


When President McKinley came to a 


final decision on onr retention of the 
Philippines h« was powerfully Influ- 
enced by a personal message from Lord 
Salisbury, not through the usual chan- 
nels, that he hoped the United States 
would keep the Tchipelago, because if 
we did not this GeAnan government 
would take them and a general war 
would follow, since Japan and Eng- 
land would act.

INCREASE GRAIN YIELD. 


Lime Can Be Profitably Used on Whaat 


Land Next Fall. 


Wheat yields may be Increased by 


liming, experiments prove, but great- 
est benefits accrue when Ume IB used 
in the spring. 
Fall applications on 


wheat are also profitable if the Boll is 
deflnpnt In lime. 


From 21 to 20 per cent more wheat 


was harvested in 1916 from fertilized 
and manured plots at the Ohio agricul- 
tural experiment station where lime 
was nsed. In this case liming: preced- 
ed corn planting In a rotation of con. 
oats, wheat, clover and timothy. Cul- 
tivation of the corn and subsequent 
plowlngs mlz the lime through the soil 
thoroughly, and any acidity is correct- 
ed before closer is seeded two years 
later. 


Applications of limestone "r hydrated 


lime to wheat are profitable, the ex- 
periment station specialists say, if the 
soil lacks lime. The returns are not as 
great, however, as when lime is used 
on a spring cultivated crop.

FOOD TO DECIDE WAH. 


It is the opinion of Mr. Hoover that 


food it to decide the war, and doubt 
les« to an extent it is true. At leas 
It will help to decide the war, but 1 
will oot be th» only deciding factor 
Early In the contest It was be!d tha 
ths hordes of Russians on the eastern 
front would decide the war, and tha 
all which was necessary was for the 
allies to stand firm on their frontiers 
and let the Russians Jo the fighting 
This plan for obvious reasons failed 
Then It was affirmed lhat the process 
of attrition—the constant nibbling a 
the foe—would be winner. 
But nib 


blmg carries with It a goodly shan 
of loss on the part of the nibbler, and 
on the whole does not get anywhere 
with celerity. And presently .England 
with a certain complacency said that 
the silver bullet would end the war- 
that »h» would pay while the other* 
fought. 
But since then England has 


been obliged both to pay and to fight 
I^ack of cotton also did not end the 
war. 


The food situation alone will not 


erjd the war. It will do much toward 
it. but it would be a lone time and a 
ghastly before Germany would give 
in, even If the cordon were 
drawn 


much more tightly than at present. 
The end of the fighting will come, un- 
less Germany with greater prescience 
than »he has yet shown conclude* to 
t»k» as good terms as she can get 
while yet her foot is on alien soli, 
when by all of these things together, 
nibbling, food shortage, lack of sup- 
plies, xnd a. lot of goo4, straightfor- 
ward fighting, the fighting spirit ot 
the Teuton Is worn out. It is the thing 
to raise all the food possible, but that 
alone will not win the war; and there 
should bo no hanging back in the mat- 
ter of actual service. Kood and muni- 
tions and men are alike needed. 


Matters appear to be reaching a crl- 


•fs in Bueno* Aires, and it is not im- 
probable that «. break 
will in a few 


day» follow the presnt strained rela- 
tions with Germany. The perfunctory 
half-apologies from Berlin, which re- 
srei the unfortunate 
circumstances, 


^fJsAlS: tfeanfelng Sweden for courtesies 
extended, &re far from satisfactory, 
and if the Argentine government does 
not of itself declare for breaking re- 
lations, it will be -forced 
by public 


opinion so to do. But in fact the gov- 
ernment is willing to break off, as 
shown by the vote of the senate. 23 to 
1 for severance of diplomatic relations.

The Burden of Record Breaking Crops 


Will Tax All Our Abilities For the 
Next Few Weeks When We Fall to 
In Canning Bout*.

Canned Tomatoes.—Select tomatoes 


that aretipe, but not overripe, and free 
from blemishes. Do not attempt to 
handle too many at a time, since they 
will not keep if allowed to stand too 


any stage of the process. S'-ald 


them for from one-half to ttvo minutes. 
Dip them in cold water and remove 
them quickly. With a sharp knife re- 
move the stem core and the skin.. 


Open Kettle Method —Place one lave 


of the tomatoes in an enamel kettl 
and for every quart add one teaspoon 
ful of salt and from one to three tea 
spoonfuls of sugar. Add no water 
Bring the ma^s to the boiling point an 
boll it for from sis to ten minutes 
Large tomatoes should be turned dur 
ing the cooking. With a sterilized 
spoon ladle them into jars that have 
been sterilized by being boiled fo 
twenty minutes, filling the Jars to over 
flowing. Adjust the rubbers that have 
been placed in boiling water for flve 
minutes nnd the covers that have befen 
sterilized with the Jars. Seal the jars 
and invert them to cool. 


Cold Pack Method.—Pack the pre- 


pared tomatoes into the Jars, pressing 
them down firmly with a wooden 
spoon. Fill the Jars to within a Quar- 
ter of an inch of the top with boiling 
tomato Juice. To each quart add one 
teaspooaful of salt and from one to 
three tablespoonfuls of sugar. Adjust 
the rubber, the covers and the upper 
clamps. Place the Jars on a rack in a 
hot water bath, allowing the water to 
cover the top to a depth of one inch. 
Bring the water to the boiling point 
and boll the jars for twenty-five min- 
utes. Kemove them from the water, seal 
them and invert them to cool. Store in 
a cool, dark place. 


Tomato Puree.—Two quarts thick to- 


mato pulp, one medium sized onion, [ 
two tablespoonfuls chopped sweet red ; 
peppers, one-half teaspoonful salt, one 
teaspoonful sugar. Tomato puree may 
be made from small or broken toma- 
toes. Cut the tomatoes into fourths and 
cook them until the pieces become 
broken and soft. Press the pulp 
through a sieve, discarding only the 
seeds and the skins. Add the onion, 
the pepper pulp and the seasoning to 
the strained pulp and cook the mixture 
until it is of the consistency of ketchup. 
It is necessary to stir it frequently in 
order to keep it from burning. Pour it 
into jars, adjust the rubbers nnd the 
tops and sterilize them for twenty-five 
minutes in a hot water bath. Seal 
them and invert them to cool. 
• Dried Tomato Paste.—Prepare the to- 
matoes as for canning. Place them in 
an enamel kettle and without adding 
any water boil them until they are ten- 
der. Rub them through a sieve and boil 
down the pulp over direct heat until it 
is so thick tuat it is difficult to cook 
without stirring continually. Then 
place it over hot water or in a slow 
oven where there will b» no danger of 
scorching it, but where the moisture 
will evaporate until the pulp is stiff 
enough to hold its sbape when lifted 
from a spoon. Fill hot sterilized jars 
with the mixture and seal them, or 
spread it on plates or pans in thin 
sheets and dry it thoroughly in a very 
slow oven, from 130 degrees F. to 140 
degrees F., until it can be cut in 
squares or rolled into sheet". It should 
then be stored carefully In moisture j 
proof container.".

FINDING A COMET. 


On* Gate Where • Blunder Proved • 


Friend to Science. 


Probably the most extraordinary 


discovery of a comet was that of tbe 
one Known as "a 1S06." It happened 
this way,-as told in Science by W. Vf. 
Campbell of the. u.ck observatory: 
Professor Charles TV Perrtne discov- 
ered a comet on Nov. 17, 1895, and 
observed it riight after night till Dec. 
20, 1S95, when it was lost to sight in 
the glare of the sun's rays. Professor 
Perrine and Mr. Campbell calculated 
Its orbit for 1S06, and their computa- 


s were published in the astronom- 


ical journals. 


Just before dawn on Jan. 30, 1886, 


Perrine and Campbell watched it 
emerge from behind the sun at the 
precise spot they had predicted. On 
Feb. 14 a cablegram In cipher an- 
nounced that I*.mp at Kiel, Germany, 
had rediscovered "Perrine's comet that 
morning and gave its position. This 
differed by twenty-four minutes of time 
from the position in which Perrine 
knew his comet to be. This was not 
explained for several weeks, when it 
turned out that In translating the ci- 
pher cablegram a mistake had been 
made and that the cablegram aa sent 
placed the comet Just where Perrine 
had observed It. 


Before this error bad been discovered, 


however, and on the morning of Feb. 
15 Perrine turned his telescope to the 
spot indicated in the cablegram and 
saw a comet. He naturally supposed 
that Lamp at Kiel had discovered this 
new comet and ^mistaken It for the 
Perrine comet, and not unll the error 
in translating the cablegram was dis- 
covered did it become evident that this 
was not .BO and that tbe error had 
actually directed, the telescope to a 
new comet. 


And, stranger still, this new comet 


was moving so rapidly that bad Per- 
rine directed his telescope to the spot 
Indicated at any other time but just 
that morning he would not have seen 
it and it might never have beca dis- 
covered.
